frequency. 
“ Permanent total disability cases 
are being created at an unprecedented 
rate ,” he said, “ frequently for 
psychological problems related to very 
minor initial physical injuries.” 
“ Clients of a certain select group of 
attorneys are consistently being 
awarded lump sum payments far in 
excess of those awarded in most other 
cases...”

freeze on property values for tax 
purposes is undergoing hearings 
before the Board of Tax Appeals. 
Those hearings opened Thursday 
with about 150 persons attending. The 
board’s hearing sought public com­ 
ment on a proposed rule to freeze the 
valuations at their Jan. I, 1975 levels. 
"We’re facing a revolt in this state, a 
revolt of taxpayers,” Lyle Williams, 
chairman of the Trumbull County 
Board of Commissioners, told the 
board "It’s a revolt that needs atten­ 
tion, not tomorrow but today. 
"The taxpayers are facing being 
driven out of their homes because state 
government has failed to act,” 
Williams said. 
Taxpayers from Columbus’ German 
Village, a historical preservation area, 
said their tax increases are unfair 
George B. Hammond, a spokesman 
for the German Village Society, said 


society leaders were only barely able 
to prevent a mass protest at the board 
hearing 
But he said a protest would have 
been justified. He said his taxes 
doubled in the past year, while a neigh­ 
bor’s taxes quintupled 
"Thisnile (the tax freeze) would not 
solve German Village’s problem," 
Hammond said. "But as far as it 
goe.v and we don’t think it goes very 
far we support it as a stopgap 
measure 
"We are dead serious in our efforts 
to find a solution.” he said 
A spokesman for the Ohio Auditors 
Association told the board that more is 
needed than the freeze rule 
"The freeze is a stopgap measure 
and would buy time" for legislative 
action, said Cuyahoga County Auditor 
George Voinovich, He said the in­ 
flationary boosts in the real estate 


taxes should be halted. 
"The real estate tax was never 
meant to be an inflationary tax,” 
Voinovich said. "A reappraisal should 
be a device to reduce inequities. Some 
people's taxes should go up. some 
people's taxes should stay the same 
and some people's taxes should go 
down." 
But, he said, the soaring value of 
residential property is resulting in 
increases for everyone. The average 
homeowner now is assuming part of 
the tax burden formerly carried by in­ 
dustry and business, because in­ 
dustrial property is not increasing in 
value as much as residential property 
Voinovich said residential property 
increased in value 30 per cent during 
the same time industrial property 
values increased only 9 per cent.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. i AP) — An 8 7- 
y ear-old man refused to bathe or 
chang e clothes and died surrounded by 
old newspapers and cov ered with 
cockroaches. But he left an estate 
worth at least $1.5 million, police say . 
“ It’s a trag edy . The man could hav e 
liv ed so well,” said Detectiv e Sg t. 
Emery Zerick. “ He could hav e had the 
nicest place in Miami Beach on just the 
interest.” 
Police found Dav id Gelg or dead 
Wednesday in his retirement hotel in a 
room containing no money , telev ision 
or radio. There were stacks of old 
papers, the ling ering smell of urine 
and ex crement, stocks, bonds and 
bank statements. 
“ I added some of them up to $1 
million my self,” Zerick said. 
Some of Gelg or’s old friends told 
police he once owned a lav ish estate in 
New York 25 y ears ag o and sold it. 
Included among Geig or’s papers 
was a 19 6 5 will leav ing bequests of $50 
and $100 to cousins, 
nieces 
and 
nephews and $300 to a friend in New 
York. The rest of the fortune was left to 
org anizations and schools in Israel. A 
New York accountant was named 


administrator of the estate. 
One of the documents in the rubble 
was a diploma indicating Gelg or held a 
doctorate in eng ineering . But there 
was no immediate ex planation as to 
how Gelg or made his fortune. 


Alma Sieg el, who manag ed the 
Miami Beach retirement home where 
Gelg or liv ed for eig ht y ears, said no 
one had ev er come to the home to ask 
about Gelg or or his Health. 
She said she was embarrassed and 
upset when police discov ered the 
condition of his room. 
One day recently , Gelg or fell in his 
room four times and refused to call a 
doctor, she said. 


“ He would stand and watch people 
eat candy or ice cream and nev er buy 
any for himself,” Mrs. Sieg el said. 
“ There were mag g ots on his body , in 
the hair on his chest, but he refused to 
bathe. One woman offered to help him 
bathe — for nothing — and he refused. 
People couldn’t stand him in the dining 
room or lobby . 
“ Sometimes I'd come to the hotel at 
nig ht and 
he’d be sitting 
alone, 
shiv ering in the lobby .”

The proposed freeze would mandate 
that the v alue of property as of 
J anuary 1, 19 75 be used for any 
reappraisal or updating of the real 
property duplicate. Mr. Voinov ich and 
Mr. Bowman said that the freeze 
would prov ide a temporary solution to 
the problem of spiraling real property 
tax es resulting from the Ohio Supreme 
Court’s decision in the landmark Park 
Inv estment Case decided in 19 71. 
In that decision the Supreme Court 
ordered that all property in Ohio be 
assessed for tax ation according to 
uniform rule. This order was aimed at 
equalizing the tax assessments be­ 
tween different ty pes of tax pay ers in 
different areas of the state. 
Mr. Voinv oich and Mr. Bowman 
cited the need for leg islativ e action 
and constitutional chang es to prev ent 
the unv oted tax increases and to make 
the property tax relief permanent. 
They said the needed chang es could be 
broug ht about if Ohio residents would 
urg e their leg islators to support H.B. 
9 20 now currently being considered in 
the Ohio General Assembly which will 
mandate actual tax bill rollbacks.

The American middle class, whether 
in city, suburban or rural areas, paid 
little attention to heroin and other drug 
addiction so long as it was confined to 
the ghettos and the voiceless poor. 
But when their own children became 
involved, they reacted with shock, 
alarm, dismay, sometimes hysteria. 
Now their new concern is overin­ 
dulgence in the drug alcohol. While 
accurate figures are lacking, some 
experts think that the higher the level 
of income and education, the greater 
Hie problem. Intoxication is not only 
the domain of the poor — it’s an abuse 
among the upper and middle classes, 
and this includes their teen-age 
children. 
Drinking is as American as apple 
pie Heavy drinking of hard liquor was 
not uncommon along the American 
frontier, with high per capita con­ 
sumption, At the same time, there 
were teetotalers, then as now. Today 
there are concentrations of heavy 
drinking, one being Washington, D. C„ 
where per capita consumption of 
alcohol is the highest in the nation 
There's no real breakdown on the 
geographic pattern of teen-age 
drinking Some authorities think the 
current wave of greater Indulgence 
likely began on the FUist and West 
Coasts, as so many fads and fashions 
Why do teen-agers drink'’ There's no 
strong evidence of the actual influence 
of the many suggested social reasons 
One suggestion is a sense of political 
disillusionment, and cynicism 
Do 
youths feel a sense of loss of the 
future? Did Watergate and Vietnam 
have an influence'’ 
"We've always blamed the in­ 
dividual alone for alcohol problems,” 
says Dr Morris E Chalet/., recently 
director of the National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism ' But 
the context, the social environment in 
which alcohol ta placed, may be a 
greater push toward the alcohol 
problem than the individual " 
Ixmk at the context of drinking, Dr. 
Chafetz says, for society may be a 
greater cause than individuals 


‘"We know, for example, that among 
cultures 
which 
use 
alcoholic 
beverages, but are little troubled by 
alcohol problems, the general ten­ 
dency is for alcohol to be sipped 
slowly, consumed with food, and 
partaken of in the company of others in 
relaxed, comfortable surroundings 
Drinking is taken for granted, and 
given no special significance, and no 
positive value is imputed to prowess in 
amounts consumed. Moreover, in­ 
toxication is abhorred 
“Many Americans, however, drink 
liquor as they live life - rapidly and 
under tense circumstances At those 
two indigenous American institutions 
— the cocktail party and the commuter 
bar drinking is usually done stand­ 
ing, the alcoholic beverage is gulped 
rapidly with the barest minimum of 
food, and the general aim is to reach 
the desired end point of 'Being high ’ 
F’ven more significant is the fact that 
this pattern is condoned; in the United 
States, it Is frequently all right to drink 
just for the purpose of getting drunk 
The introduction to alcohol varies 
with social and religious customs, 
some cg them under tight control, such 
as drinking wine only upon certain 
religious occasions

Is sexual activity affected by the 
removal of the prostate gland9 
Mr T C.A., Ohio 
Ilear Mr. A.: 
A great deal of confusion exists 
about the relationship between the 
prostate gland and sexual activity, the 
capacity to have children, and 
potency. 
Sexual activity is rarely affected by 
the removal of the prostate gland In 
the absence of complications this 
should not be as much of a concern as 
it apparently is. 
The prostate gland itself does not 
produce the sperm cells 
It does 
produce the fluid that carries the 
sperm cells. The sterility that may 
follow the removal of the prostate is 
due to the fact that a tiny tube (the 
"vas deferens") that carries the 
sperm cells is tied off. 
The removal of the prostate gland 
for 
simple, 
uncomplicated 
en­ 
largement of the gland does not in­ 
terfere with or alter sexual activity. 
Many men wrongly believe that this 
operation affects their masculinity 
These men need, besides the surgery*, 
psychological encouragement from a 
trained person. 


My daughter insists that a venereal 
disease cannot be caught by kissing 
We are ashamed to discuss this with 
our own doctor.

Dear Mrs. D.:

NEW YORK (AP) - All three 
leaders of the three factions fighting 
for gov erning power in Angola hav e 
strong religiou s backgrou nds and con­ 
tinu ing ties to Christianity .

The three opposing leaders, who for 
more than a decade were jointly in­ 
v olv ed in the stru ggle against Portu gal 
u ntil independence was granted last 
su mmer, are all Protestants, edu cated 
in Protestant mission schools. 
“Protestants ov er the y ears hav e pu t 
more effort into edu cational work than 
Catholics, so there is more leadership 
influ ence in Protestantism,” say s the 
Rev .

“ It was quite an ordeal. We have a 
stronger faith in God as a result of 
this.” 
She said her friends had been “ the 
nicest neighbors we could ever hope to 
have. There were some pretty unkind 
things said about Chuck during the 
trial, and their belief he was innocent 
was persistent throughout the trial... 
" It ’s overwhelming that Charles will 
always be linked with this crime even 
though he has been acquitted," she 
continued. “ We only hope that history 
will be kind to him and highlight the 
fact that he was found innocent."

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
lames A. Rhodes apparently is 
eeking to overcome some objections 
if legislative leaders who balked when 
le asked them to appropriate $12 
nillion to bail Ohio’s 41-story State 
)ffice Tower out of its financial 
rouble. 
He wrote letters Friday to House 
»peaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New . 
ioston, and others, indicating that at 
east some of their objections are being 
net. 
For one thing, Rhodes said the 
department of Mental Health and 
Vlental Retardation is being moved 
rom outside rented offices into the $83 
nillion tower’s last three unoccupied 
loors. 
Earlier this month, 
Riffe com­ 
plained in a letter to the governor that 
the legislature felt it should not ap­ 
propriate the $12 million until all space 
in the structure was being fully 
utilized. 
Rhodes 
replied 
that the 
department will occupy “ most of the 
50,000 feet” remaining unoccupied in 
the tower. 
Answering another objection, the 
governor told the speaker that Richard 
L. Krabaeh, director of administrative 
services, “ currently is analyzing the 
space in the tower to attempt to use it 
more efficiently.” 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Many of 
America’s cities are caught in a 
dilemma, a financial crunch with little 
hope of major tax increases to match 
inflation including higher salaries and 
pension benefits for police and 
firemen. 


Republican Mayor Tom Moody of 
Columbus, 
him self 
beset 
with 
problems of uncollected garbage 
because of cuts in the sanitation 
department and a slowdown by police 
seeking 10 per cent wage increases, 
says the voters are in no mood to ap­ 
prove city income tax hikes. Unem­ 
ployment also has cut deeply into 
Columbus’ 1.5 per cent income tax that 
accounts for about two-thirds of the 
city’s $75 million general fund budget.

congressional approval of President 
Ford’s budget proposals for continued 
revenue sharing with block grants that 
would cut red tape and give munici­ 
palities more flexibility to deal with 
their problems. 
But he says he is pessimistic that 
Congress w ill approve continued 
revenue sharing beyond 1976, opting 
instead for categorical grants to cities. 
If Congress does not approve, says 
Moody, “ It will be a disaster for many 
cities. For Columbus, it won’t be a 
disaster but it will hurt.” Columbus, 
the capital city of Ohio, has a popu­ 
lation of 540,933, the 22nd largest city in 
the United States. 
Moody says the dilemma for 
municipalities is tax reform. Most 
major new taxes must be approved by 
the voters, who also are feeling the 
economic crunch and can ill afford to 
dip into their pockets any more. 
Like many other cities, Columbus’ 
problems are also symptomatic of the 
much broader issue of a bureaucratic 
struggle between the cities and 
Washington on just how much money 
each local government should get and 
where it should be used. 
Earlier this week, a handful of North 
Side residents carried their garbage to 
the city council chambers in City Hall 
to protest that there had been no 


collections in their neighborhoods for 
five weeks. 


A money pinch forced the city to lay 
off 160 sanitation workers, whose base 
salary is $11,000 a year, A week later 
two thirds of them were rehired with 
plans to pay them from $1.4 million in 
federal funds granted by the U. S. 
Department of Labor to retrain 
chronically unemployed people and 
get them back on their feet. 


But the 14ibor Department said this 
violated the intent of the grant aimed 
at helping Columbus’ 20,000 unem­ 
ployed. The department has offered a 
compromise under which a part of the 
federal funds could be diverted for 
operating costs. 


“ We can take a 10 per cent cut in 
every federal program and get more 
done if they eliminate the red tape,” 
says Moody 


Moody says that if the slowdown by 
the more than 1,000 policemen in 
writing traffic citations continues for 
some time, it will seriously hurt the 
treasury and will affect the amount of 
general fund money available for all 
city employes. He says this could 
mean further layoffs on the city 
payroll. The base salary of a police 
officer is now $13,700 a year compared 
to $9,000 five years ago.

Rhodes Asks 
Tower Funds 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov 
Jam es A. Rhodes apparently is 
seeking to overcome some objections 
of legislative leaders who balked when 
he asked them to appropriate $12 
million to bail Ohio's 41-story State 
Office Tower out of its financial 
trouble 
He wrote letters Friday to House 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., I>-89 New , 
Boston, and others, indicating that at 
least some of their objections are being 
met. 
For one thing. Rhodes said the 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation is being moved 
from outside rented offices into the $83 
million tower’s last three unoccupied 
floors. 
Earlier this month. Riffe com­ 
plained in a letter to the governor that 
the legislature felt it should not ap­ 
propriate the $12 million Until all space 
in the structure was being fully 
utilized 
Rhodes replied that the 
department will occupy "most of the 
60,000 feet” remaining unoccupied in 
the tower 
Answering another objection, the 
governor told the speaker that Richard 
L. Krabach, director of administrative 
services, “ currently is analyzing the 
space in the tower to attempt to use it 
more efficiently.”

Columbus Has 
Money Problems 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP> - Many of 
America's cities are caught in a 
dilemma, a financial crunch with little 
hope of major tax increases to match 
inflation including higher salaries and 
pension benefits for police and 
firemen. 
Republican Mayor Tom Moody of 
Columbus, 
himself 
beset 
with 
problems of uncollected garbage 
because of cuts in the sanitation 
department and a slowdown by police 
seeking IO per cent wage increases, 
says the voters are in no mood to ap­ 
prove city income tax hikes. Unem­ 
ployment also has cut deeply into 
Columbus' 1.5 per cent income tax that 
accounts for about two-thirds of the 
city’s $75 million general fund budget

congressional approval of ITesident 
Ford’s budget proposals for continued 
revenue sharing with block grants that 
would cut red tape and give munici­ 
palities more flexibility to deal with 
their problems. 
But he says he is pessimistic that 
Congress will approve continued 
revenue sharing beyond 1976, opting 
instead for categoncal grants to cities 
If Congress does not approve, says 
Moody, “ It will be a disaster for many 
cities. For Columbus, it won't be a 
disaster but it will hurt ” Columbus, 
the capital city of Ohio, has a popu­ 
lation of 540,933, the 22nd largest city in 
the United States. 
Moody says the dilemma for 
municipalities is tax reform. Most 
major new taxes must be approved by 
tho voters, who also are feeling the 
economic crunch and can ill afford to 
dip into their pockets any more. 
Uke many other cities, Columbus' 
problems are also symptomatic of the 
much broader issue of a bureaucratic 
struggle between the cities and 
Washington on just how much money 
each local government should get and 
where it should be used 
Earlier this week, a handful of North 
Side residents carried their garbage to 
the city council chambers in City Hall 
to protest that there had been no 


collections in their neighborhoods for 
five weeks 
A money pinch forced the city to lay 
off 160 sanitation workers, whose base 
salary Is $11,000 a year A week later 
two thirds of them were rehired with 
plans to pay them from $1.4 million in 
federal funds granted by the U. S. 
Department of I.abor to retrain 
chronically unemployed people and 
get them back on their feet 


But the laibor Department said this 
violated the intent of the grant aimed 
at helping Columbus' 20,000 unem­ 
ployed. The department has offered a 
compromise under which a part of the 
federal funds could be diverted for 
operating costs. 


“ We can take a IO per cent cut in 
every federal program and get more 
done if they eliminate the red tape," 
says Moody 


Moody says that if the slowdown by 
the more than 1,000 policemen in 
writing traffic citations continues for 
some time, it will seriously hurt the 
treasury and will affect the amount of 
general fund money available for all 
city employes. He says this could 
mean further layoffs on the city 
payroll. The base salary of a police 
officer is now $13,700 a year compared 
to $9,000 five years ago

NEW YORK (AP) - It would be nice 
to report that Bob I^emon had lived out 
a boyhood dream when he was elected 
along with Robin Roberts to the 
baseball Hall of Fame. 
But it’s just not so. The truth of the 
matter is that baseball occupied a 
back seat with I > emon when he was 
growing up in San Bernardino, Calif. 
“ I wanted to run a gas station,* said 
I^emon, who instead won 207 games in 
a 
13 seasons with the 
Cleveland 
Indians. “ What’s wrong with a gas sta­ 
tion?” he asked. “ Where do you go 
every day? It beats a bar. After I’m 
through with baseball, I think I’ll go 
back to pumping gas.” 
B aseball, however, isn’t quite 
through with I^emon and Roberts. The 
two pitchers have an Aug. 9 date in 
Cooperstown, N.Y. where they will be 
inducted into the Hall of Fam e. 
Both were elected easily in balloting 
by the Baseball Writers Association of 
America, With 388 ballots returned, 75 
per cent or 291 votes were required for 
election. Roberts received 337 and 
I^mon 305. The late Gil Hodges was 
third with 233 votes, 58 short of elec­ 
tion. 
Between them, Roberts and I*m on 
won nearly 500 major league games 
and enjoyed 13 seasons in which they 
won 20 or more games. Roberts, pit­ 


ching for the Philadelphia Phillies, 
Baltimore Orioles, Houston Astros and 
Chicago Cubs won 286 games in 19 
seasons and had six straight 2<tvictory 
seasons. I> emon had 207 victories in­ 
cluding a stretch of seven 20-win 
seasons in nine years, all with the 
Geveland Indians. 
Both pitchers nearly made it last 
year. Roberts fell nine votes short and 
I^emon was 39 away when the writers 
elected slugger Ralph Kiner to Cooper­ 
stown. Roberts was bitter at coming so 
close but still missing. “ This makes up 
for that disappointment,” he said. 
While l-emon came to the majors out 
of gasoline alley, Roberts was signed 
by the Phillies off the campus of Mich­ 
igan State University. 
“ My mother loved baseball, but my 
father didn’t care much for it,” 
Roberts said. “ I remember in 1951, 
they came to St. I/mis to watch me try 
for my 20th victory. I beat Joe Presko 
on a home run by Tommy Brown. We 
were driving home and my dad asked 
if I'd mind if he didn’t come to any 
more games. He couldn’t take the 
excitement.” 
Roberts left baseball in 1967 , going 
into the security investment business, 
l^emon is still in the game and recently 
signed as pitching coach for the New 
York Yankees.

Lemon, Roberts 
In Hall Of Fame 


NEW YORK f AP) — It would be nice 
to report that Bob I>emon had lived out 
a boyhood dream when he was elected 
along with Robin Roberts to the 
baseball Hall of Fame. 
But ifs just not so. The truth of the 
matter is that baseball occupied a 
back seat with I^emon when he was 
growing up in San Bernardino, Calif. 
“I wanted to run a gas station.' said 
I>emon, who instead won 207 games in 
a 13 .seasons with the Geveland 
Indians. “ What’s wrong with a gas sta­ 
tion?” he asked. “Where do you go 
every day? It beats a bar. After I’m 
through with baseball, I think I’ll go 
back to pumping gas.” 
Baseball, however, isn’t quite 
through with I>emon and Roberts. The 
two pitchers have an Aug. 9 date in 
Cooperstown. N.Y. where they will be 
inducted into the Hall of Fame. 
Both were elected easily in balloting 
by the Baseball Writers Association of 
America. With 388 ballots returned, 75 
per cent or 291 votes were required for 
election. Roberts received 337 and 
I^mon 305. The late Gil Hodges was 
third with 233 votes, 58 short of elec­ 
tion. 
Between them, Roberts and I>emon 
won nearly 500 major league games 
and enjoyed 13 seasons in which they 
won 20 or more games. Roberts, pit­ 


ching for the Philadelphia Phillies, 
Baltimore Orioles, Houston Astros and 
Chicago Cubs won 286 games in 19 
seasons and had six straight 20-victory 
seasons. I>emon had 207 victories in­ 
cluding a stretch of seven 20-win 
seasons in nine years, all with the 
Cleveland Indians. 
Both pitchers nearly made it last 
year. Roberts fell nine votes short and 
I^emon was 39 away when the writers 
elected slugger Ralph Riner to Cooper­ 
stown. Roberts was bitter at coming so 
close but still missing. “This makes up 
for that disappointment,” he said. 
While I<emon came to the majors out 
of gasoline alley, Roberts was signed 
by the Phillies off the campus of Mich­ 
igan State University. 
"My mother loved baseball, but my 
father didn’t care much for it,” 
Roberts said. “I remember in 1951, 
they came to St. I>ouis to watch me try 
for my 20th victory. I beat Joe Presko 
on a home run by Tommy Brown. We 
were driving home and my dad asked 
if I'd mind if he didn’t come to any 
more games. He couldn’t take the 
excitement.” 
Roberts left baseball in 1967, going 
into the security investment business. 
I^emon is still in the game and recently 
signed as pitching coach for the New 
York Yankees.
